When he pulled up lie was wobbling in the saddle 
and some one caught tlie horse and led him back 
to the judges' stand. Ileider then collapsed and 
was lifted out of the saddle am! assisted to the 
scales. On examination it was found that one of tlie 
horses had jumped on him and that ids side was 
bruised badly. Holder's exhibition was aliout as 
game as lias I icon witnessed on a race track in some 
time. 

Tlie feature rai-e. which was a six-furlongs flash, 
furnished a stirring contest, in which Montcalm 
■ ml 4. II. Houghton finished so close together that 
the winner was in doubt until the official placing 
was displayed. 

The fifth race was a peculiarly run affair. There 
were seven starters and all but Sebastian showed in 
a forward isrsition at some stage of the running.

This year's Cambridgeshire 
was a fast-run race which s*sin separated the wheat 
from tlie eliaff — iu fact, the pace set by tlie winner 
was of s*i onttlitg-down a character that few could 
live up to it. One of these was Whisk Broom, which 
was second at tlie Bushes, tint Newmarket's hope

THE CRITERION STAKES. 



Rain Falls at Latonia, but Track Remains in Good 
Condition — Unfavorable Weather 
Affects Patronage. 



Cincinnati. O.. November 111. — Cool, threatening 
weather prevailed again this afternoon at Latonia, « 
detracted from tlie enjoy incut of I lie siK.rt and re- 
duced tin* attendance. During the early lamrs of 
tlie day showers caused the track to teeoine slow, 
hilt constant work over it with the barrows put it 
iu fairly good shu|>c by (Mist time. Under favorable 
conditions this would have ranked with the test 
days at the course, as the sterling curd gave promise 
of splendid si»ort. The offering was topiied off by 
•lie Criterion Stakes at three-quarters, which en- 
gaged six of tlie best racers at the truck, including 
Jack Atkin. Ocean Bound, Cberryola. Mary Davis 
and Priuce Gal. 

The mile and a sixteenth handicap served as a 
good secondary feature and had among its starters 
some horses of good class. Botli these events were 
won by the favorites. Ocean Botiud accounting for 
the stake and Fauntleroy for the handicap. • Both 
scored their initial suecess of the season on Ken- 
tucky tracks. Ocean Bound had been a frequent 
contender in races, but Fauntleroy had only been 
seep once before under colors iu these parts. Jack 
Atkin, showing liis customary s|iced, went out to 
foree a fast pace, but after goiug half a mile, be- 
gan boring out and was lucky to last for third 
place. Milton B. was troublesome from the outset 
ami only succumbed to Ocean Bound in the last 
stride. Prince Gal sulked nearly the entire trip 
and Cberryola found tin* distance a trifle short. 

It. k\ Carman lost a pair of purses this afternoon 
because of ]>oor riding. His recent eastern ini|>orta- 
tion. Gross, was res|K»iisible for the failure of 
Naughty laid in the opener and Qu.-stion Mark iff the 
closing dasii. In both instances Gross showed him- 
self weak when it came to the finish. Goose and J. 
Dcavenport outriding him. Goose was on Gold Oak 
and Deaveuport on Chas. F. Grainger. Mr. Carman 
also started Arcite and. White Wool. Tlie first 
limned was an overwhelming favorite and made a 
wretched showing. Whatever chance White Wool 
luignt have had went glimmering on the first turn, 
where there was a jam that forced him out of con- 
tention. It also accounted for Adams Express’ bad 
showing. This colt was thrown against the fence 
and his rider, Keogh, had his ankle and toes badly 
injured, necessitating the caneellation of his re- 
maining engagements. The winner of the race 
turned up in Du Bois. which had been free from in- 
terference throughout. Single File, another long- 
priced one. lunded second place anil Husky Lad. 
whieli to many had appeared the one resiionaihle for 
ail the crowding, brought up in third place. The 
judges could not fix the blame for tlie crowding. 

Favorites scored in four of today’s races, lint the 
tdg players sustained heavy losses, as most of their 
selections went down to defeat. 

Additional eastern arrivals today included Howard 
I.ewis, trainer for J. E. Widener, and H. C. llullen- 
lieok.

OLD-TIME JOCKEY REACHES SEVENTY. 



Cineinnati. O., November 1ft. — -George Cadwallader. 
old-time jockey, trainer atol horse owner, celebrated 
his seventieth birthday the other day and is still 
hale and hearty. It will soon be forty years since 
he won tbe Phoenix Hotel Stakes at Lexington with 
Mol lb* Cad. and he is probably the only survivor of 
the Jockeys who rode over the famous Buckeye 
curse, which was the first running race track around 
Cincinnati. For many years he owrn-d some horses 
in partnership, with Anderson Waddell of Louisville 
and was in a measure associated with that noted 
s|s*rt siuan when the latter died several years ago. 
The last horse Mr. Cadwallader racial was Mamie 
Euglisti. a half-sister to English laid.

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wind stornf, blowing the chimneys off and. otherwise 
disabling the steamboat, we did not reach New Or- 
leans until tbe morning of the race day. 

“When we entered the office room of the St. 
Charles Hotel my father stumbled against W. J. 
Minor, lo whose plantation, twelve miles below my 
father's, the horse Lccointe had been sent by his 
owner. Col. Jeff Wells, to become accustomed to tbe 
water and climate, and for full training on W. J. 
Minor’s track. 

“When my father took Minor to one side to have 
a little horse talk, be asked him about a reported 
sensational four-mile trial run Lecomte bad made 
on his track only a few- days before. Minor smiled 
and said: ‘Moore, Lecomte did make a little run 

the other day. but secrecy is enjoined upon me. and 
I cannot speak- of it; hut I will say this much, that 
if it was a dry, good track today every dollar I 
could command, negroes, plantation and everything 
on earth I possess would go on that horse beating 
any horse in the world that could be pitted against 
biin.’ 

“ ‘The track, however, is very heavy and stiff in 
mud, and Lexington coming down here as a noted 
rr.ud horse, I would not risk one cent on Lecomte.’ 
The track was very heavy and stiff, just suited to 
I^-xington’s going, as tbe result of the race proved. 
Well, now for the entries and the race: 

“That great State Post Stakes was represented by 
four horses from four different states, with an en- 
trance fee of $5,000 from each state, viz. : Lexington, 
from Kentucky; Lecomte, from Mississippi: Airow. 
from Louisiana, and Highlander, from Alabama. 

“Lecomte was born and reared near Alexandria. 
ItapideS Parish, La., and was entered from that 
state at first, but owing to the celebrated Virginia 
horse. Planet, being unable to reach New Orleans in 
time. Lecomte was entered from Mississippi, and 
Arrow substituted by Dnncan F. Kenner (another 
Ixmisiana sugar planter and tnrfman) as the Lonis 
iunn entry. 

“Highlander had made a fairly good reputation as 
a three and four-mile horse. Some Mobile sportsmen 
had paid $10,090 for him and confidently entered him 
in the race from Alabama. 

„ “To make assurances doubly sure, they engaged 
Kilpatrick (Gen. Andrew Jackson's old jockey) to 
ride him. But that was about all be did, for Lex- 
ington and Lecomte were under the string when 
Highlander and Arrow had not much more than en- 
tered the homestretch. 

“When the horses were brought out -to start. Lex- 
ington drew the pole, and when they started took 
the lead, but was headed at the quarter by Lecomte. 
which kept the lead for three and one-half miles, 
running more beautifully and gamely than any horse 
I had ever seen on a track. Lexington, however, 
kept within easy reach of him, evidently under a 
strong pnll. At the last half-mile post the rider 
gave him his head, and step by step he went up on 
Lecomte, until they were on even terms at the head 
of the homestretch. 

“It was then a struggle under whip and spur to 
the wire, Lexington winning by a bare length. 
Arrow and Highlander were shut out. and the second 
heat was only between Lexington and Lecomte. and 
was simply a repetition of the first heat, except 
that Lexington won by three lengths. Snch excite- 
ment was never before witnessed on a similar oc- 
casion, and I don’t suppose such a concourse of peo- 
ple was ever assembled on a race course. 

“Three of the largest and most commodious steam- 
ers were chartered at Louisville by men and women 
from Fayette and adjoining counties of Kentucky to 
convey them lo New Orleans. The mavor of New 
Orleans proclaimed a half-holiday, and it did seem 



as H every man. woman and child lu the citg had 
turned out. 

"1 shat) ever remember nty sad experience of the 
day.' I met in the St. Charles )IotM early that morn 
ing ait old Kentucky horse and mule trader friend, 
who told me lie bad iu a nearby livery stable sow 
fine saddle ltorses, and if I would get some friends 
to join him wc could have a more pleasant time 
than being crowded to death iu tbe grandstand. 1 
thought well of this suggestion, and soon had friends 
to join me. Soon after reaching the field we were 
surrounded by carriages, buses, buggies and every 
conceivable conveyance and our view of the horses 
and track was almost completely cut off. 

“Only now and then could we catch a glimpse of 
the horses through the slight openings, and. what 
was worse still, we could not jiossihly escape from 
out enforced imprisonment until all was over anti the 
vast crowd dispersed. 

“My father was in the grandstand among the 
jubilating Kentuckians, and not only sacrificed com- 
fort, but lost heavily in pocket, because his state 
pride caused him to meet tbe banters of those hanp.v 
Kentuckians who were yelling out 3 to 1 on I.exlng- 
ton after the first beat. But all that fun and frolic 
w*s over for a time, and another like event was oil 
the tapis. 

“The following Saturday. April 8. another jockey 
ciub meeting at the Matarie race eourse begun, anti 
Lexington, Lecomte and Reube were the entries for 
the four-mile race for a purse of $2,000. 

“The week preceding had been dry and haliny. 
characteristic of spring weather in Louisiana, ami 
the track was in first-class order when the race was 
called. 

“The three entries appeared in splendid form anti 
condition, and while Lexington was the favorite in 
the betting, Lecomte bad plenty of liackers. The 
start was made with Lecomte in the lead, which lie 
held to the finish, in the record-breaking time of 
7:26, and leading Lexington six full lengths. Itenhe 
barely saved his distance, evidently lieing outclassed. 
The second heat was about as the first, Lecomte win- 
ning by four lengths from Lexington in 7:38%. and 
Reube distanced. 

“This ended the contest between those two horses, 
lint Lexington, on the 2d of May, 1855. made the 
run against time in a single dash of fonr miles, 
which was run in 7:19%. He, however, had every 
possible advantage, a fine day. fine track, a running 
start and the fastest mile horses for every mile in 
turn. 

“Now what was tbe denouement of ail this? Le 
comte was crowned champion of the American turf, 
and Dick Ten Broeck, recognising this fact, bought 
and took him to England with Pryor and Pryoress 
in the spring of 1856. but tbe champion never again 
appeared on the turf. He took cold on the ocean 
steamer, which developed into pneumonia, of which 
he died shortly after reaching London. Lexington 
went stone blind at four and was sold to Alexander, 
of Woodford County, Kentucky, for $10,000, and put 
in tbe stud on his farm. 

“Lecomte got his name from a rich planter living 
on Cane River, Natchitoches Parish, Louisiana, and 
the town or village of Lecomte was bnilt up after 
this race, on the sugar plantation of Jeff Wells, 
which be previously called Lodi, sixteen miles from 
Alexandria. Wells wanted to bestow all the honors 
possible upon that invincible horse, hence the name 
Lecomte. 

“All of the above is from my personal observation 
and recollection, which I trust will be of some in- 
terest. Sincerely,

RECOLLECTIONS OF ▲ FAMOUS RACE. 

In a recent issue of tbe Nashville Banner, of Nash- 
ville. Trim., there appeared from the pen of B. 
Frank Meore. of Harrodsburg. Ky.. a* interesting 
account of the great race run by Lecomte and Lex- 
ington. famous four-mile rs, at New Orleans in 1854.
